The  fire  department  has  had  a  favorable  year  and  the  town 
has  been  fortunate  in  having  no  large  fires  in  the  village,  unfortun- 
ately however  some  farm  property  has  been  lost.  We  have  been 
called  out  of  town  once  by  the  big  fire  at  Smithfied,  where  the  eq- 
uipment worked  well. 

A  pool  table  has  been  added  to  the  engine  hall  and  paid  for 
by  the  firemen,  with  the  result  that  a  considerable  number  of  the 
company  are  spending  their  evenings  in  the  hall  where  they  are 
ready  for  emergency  calls. 

Three  hundred  feet  extra  quality  rubber  hose  has  been  added 
and  this  season  we  hope  to  add  to  the  number  of  cisterns.

This  amount  is  $2,500.00  more  than  stood  out  at  this  time  last 
year.  We  must  either  raise  more  money  each  year,  or  spend  less, 
if  we  keep  these  figures  down.  Brown  tail  moth  bills,  overdraft  in 
highway  and  in  school  accounts,  will  explain  most  of  the  increase, 
although  about  six  hundred  dollars  of  it  was  needed  to  meet  the 
requirements  in  making  up  the  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the 
town's  part  of  the  covered  bridge  repairs. 


School  Department. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 
To  the  Citizens:— 

In  making  this  report  I  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention  some 
of  things  which  are  especially  troublesome. 

Our  Grammar  School  has  an  enrollment  of  seventy-two  pu- 
pils, with  a  seating  capacity  of  about  fifty.  Since  September,  the 
9th  Grade  has  been  seated  in  the  High  School  room.    With  a  small 
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outlay  other  arrangements  might  be  made  which  would  prove  bet- 
ter. 

The  method  of  heating  the  High  School  room  is  very  unsatis- 
factory. We  do  not  want  our  children  to  stay  in  a  cold  school 
room  but  they  must  meet  the  requirements  and  our  teachers  have 
to  be  paid.  It  is  my  suggestion  that  a  man  be  hired  to  act  as  jani- 
tor for  all  of  the  school  rooms  in  the  village  during  the  winter 
term. 

Most  of  our  text-books  throughout  the  town  are  in  bad  con- 
dition. They  are  out-of-date,  ragged  and  unsanitary.  With  the 
increased  number  of  pupils  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  the  money 
available  during  the  past  year,  for  the  purchase  of  books  of  all 
kinds  so  that  there  would  be  enough  to  go  around,  rather  than  to 
exchange  and  introduce  new  books  in  any  particular  subjects. 

The  Withee  school-house  is  in  need  of  repairs  and  an  article 
has  been  inserted  in  the  town  warrant  asking  for  an  appropriation 
for  that  district. 

Fifty  new  desks,  two  recitation  seats  and  an  International 
Dictionary  have  been  added  to  the  High  School  outfit. 

The  amount  paid  for  wood  is  about  the  same  as  usual;  the 
amount  paid  for  conveyance  is  somewhat  more.  In  no  case  has  a 
teacher's  salary  been  raised  and  in  a  few  instances  the  pay  is  small- 
er than  last  year.  The  amount  appropriated  by  the  State  this  year 
is  about  two  hundred  dollars  less  than  last  year  from  the  fact  that 
no  apportionment  has  been  made  out  of  the  Equalization  Fund  as 
the  rate  of  taxation  for  common  school  purposes  is  less  than  the  av- 
erage rate  for  the  state. 

It  has  been  my  purpose  to  advance  the  school  year  as  much 
as  possible  while  the  roads  are  good.  Last  year  it  was  absolutely 
dangerous  for  the  school  conveyance  teams  (most  of  which  are 
driven  by  women)  to  pass  over  the  roads  in  mud  time. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  and  citizens  for  their 
good-will  and  support  and  I  trust  that  the  coming  year  will  find 
you  more  deeply  interested  and  more  frequent  visitors  in  our 
school-rooms.

These  figures  prune  appropriations  down  in  every  depart- 
ment to  the  lowest  consistant  with  any  kind  of  efficiency.  The 
moth  bills  were  heavy  this  year,but  a  smaller  sum  ought  to  be 
sufficient,  as  landowners  ought  to  clean  all  their  fruit  and  shade 
trees.  The  road  department  needs  a  little  more  money  this  year 
to  make  up  deficiency  and  the  school  department  has  had  less 
money  for  a  few  years  past  than  has  had  to  be  expended.  Last 
year,  we  raised  less  than  the  average  for  the  state,  and  lost  our 
part  of  the  equalization  fund  from  the  state. 

We  recommend  close  study  of  these  figures  and  a  careful 
understanding  of  them  by  the  voter,  before  making  any  increase 
or  cut  down.  '  The  Mill  Stream,  Bridge,  near  Ward  street  is  in 
poor  shape.  To  raise  the  estimated  $2,000  for  its  repair  with 
stone  abutments,  in  addition  to  the  above  sums,  will  risk  a  3%  tax 
rate  for  next  year.  Possibly  the  Mill  Stream  bridge  can  be  patch- 
ed up  one  or  two  years  until  some  overdrafts  can  be  taken  care  of. 

We  sued  Madison  Village  Corporation  on  February  15,  1913, 
for  a  tax  on  their  electric  light  mill  privilege,  on  the  Sandy  river. 
We  taxed  the  privilege  $10,000.  making  tax  of  $245.  for  the  year 
1912.  Madison  refused  to  pay,  but  has  lately  seen  the  matter  in  a 
new  light,  and  has  signed  an  agreement  to  refer  the  question  of 
valuation  to  the  state  assessors.  By  this  agreement,  whatever 
sum  the  state  assessors  say  the  privilege  is  worth,  Madison  will 
pay  a  tax  on,  at  our  tax  rate.  Also,  we  have  this  year  taxed  the 
property  of  the  Central  Maine  Power  Company,  on  a  basis  of  a 
$5,000  valuation.  This  tax,  the  state  assessors  directed  us  to  as- 
sess, but  of  course,  they  did  not  fix  the  valuation.  We  have  val- 
ued it  very  low.

Seventh.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  for  the  building 
and  repair  of  roads,  bridges  and  culverts. 

Eighth.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  for  interest  and 
principal  of  covered  bridge  loan. 

Ninth.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  for  the  building 
and  repair  of  sidewalks  and  street  drains. 

Tenth.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  for  the  breaking 
of  snow  roads. 

Eleventh.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the 
question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  entitle 
the  town  to  state  aid,  as  provided  in  section  20  of  chapter  130  of

Twenty-first.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  for  fire 
department,  and  pass  all  necessary  votes  respecting  the  same. 

Twenty-second.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  hire,  tem- 
porarily, such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current 
expenses  until  the  next  tax  can  be  assessed  and  collected. 

Twenty-third.  To  see  if  the  town  will  fix  the  date  when  each 
taxpayer's  tax  shall  become  due  and  the  date  when  the  collector 
shall  settle  with  the  town  and  pass  all  necessary  votes  respecting 
the  same. 

Twenty-fourth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  support  of  street  lights  and  whether  the  town  will  locate 
any  additional  lights,  and  pass  all  necessary  votes  respecting  same. 

Twenty-fifth.    To  elect  fire  wards  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Twenty-sixth.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  committee 
chosen  at  the  last  annual  meeting  under  article  30,  of  the  warrent 
of  that  year,  relating  to  alteration  in  the  Madison  road,  near  the 
house  of  John  Lloyd. 

Twenty-seventh.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  report  of 
the  Oak  Cemetery  committee,  as  printed  in  the  town  report,  and 
as  filed  with  the  town  clerk,  fixing  price  of  lots,  including  plan  as 
made  by  William  B.  Longley,  showing  lots  in  cemetary  addition, 


also  to  authorize  the  conveyance  by  deed,  of  lots  in  said  cemetery, 
by  the  selectmen. 

Twenty-eighth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  select- 
men to  lease  that  part  of  the  Stewart  lot  not  used,  in  Oak  Cemetery, 
for  the  term  of  three  or  five  years. 

Twenty-ninth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  repair  of  Mill  Stream  bridge,  located  near  the  west  end  of 
Ward  Street. 

Thirtieth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  sum  of  money  for 
thoroughly  claying  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  sand  roadbed  between 
the  house  of  E.  H.  Tobey  and  the  Fairfield  town  line.

TO  THE  CITIZENS! 

I  feel  that  additional  interest  has  been  shown  this  year 
both  by  parents  and  pupils.  There  has  been  a  good  attendance  es- 
pecially in  the  village  schools. 

Some  of  the  rural  schools  are  so  small  that  it  would  be 
much  better  for  the  pupils  if  they  could  be  brought  into  the  village 
schools  even  though  the  expense  is  the  same  as  maintaining  the 
school  for  them. 

New  Geographies  will  have  to  be  placed  in  all  the  schools 
early  in  the  year.    Some  new  readers  are  also  needed. 

All  of  the  parents  who  send  children  to  the  Grammar 
School  know  about  the  overcrowded  condition.  For  the  benefit  of 
those  who  do  not  send  children  to  the  school,  I  wish  to  place  before 
you  this  letter  from  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.

My  dear  Mrs.  Webster: — 

I  find  upon  examination  of  inspectory  reports  for  the 
high  school  in  your  town  that  attention  has  been  called  to  the  need 
of  satisfactory  housing  conditions.  I  find  that  during  Mr.  Taylor's 
recent  visit  he  went  over  the  matter  with  you  in  some  detail  taking

up  not  only  the  high  school  need,  but  the  conditions  in  the 
elementary  grades.  From  his  notes  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that 
the  needs  of  the  pupils  in  the  elementary  school  are  more  acute 
than  those  of  the  high  school  pupils.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  the 
work  of  the  teacher  with  the  upper  grades  must  be  very  seriously 
handicapped  by  the  conditions  under  which  the  school  is  conducted. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  needs  of  both  schools  I 
should  strongly  urge  that  you  bring  the  matter  before  the  citizens 
of  your  town  through  your  annual  report.  I  believe  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  at  the  coming  annual  meeting  to  alleviate 
the  situation. 

If  it  will  be  of  any  service  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  you  use 
this  letter  in  connection  with  any  discussion  of  the  situation  which 
you  wish  to  make.
